ASTRONOMICAL SPECULATIONS. .

From the Washington Bunday (hrondole,
1Y PROP, BRAINERD, OF THE U, §, PATENT OPFIOR,
The revelations of geology show that the
earth ut some period has possessed a climate
esscntially different from the present, and there
I reason 1o belleve that changes of this kind are
still golns on. ‘There are evidences everywhere
in the northern hemisphere of glacial move-
ments, indicating the prevalence of a Lompern.
ture much below that wilch vow prevails; and
the published account of the visit of Agussiz to
the southern hemisphere shows that the same
evidence of glacinl action exists there also.
This savan intimates that these glacial move-
ments are periodical, and that they ocour once
in about 000 yenrs. Now, let us eall to
mind that tropical piants are found in the cosl
series in high wnorthern latitudes, where It is
now perpetual winter, and the appearance also
of animals of tropical habitudes even down
#s late ms the Tertisry period, and we have a
difficult question qreuculed for conslderation.
Hitherto, so far a5 I know, geoiogists have been
uoable 1o give a satisiactory solution to these
phenomens, and I am persunded that they can
only be explalned ur.on astronomical principles;
n thesis which is not only sufficient to ex-
plain to any reasonable mind the geclogical
henomena to which 1 have alluded? but also
e emgins of glaclal nction, which appears to
have spread over so wide a surface of the globe,
In presenting wy views upon this subject, I will
asgume—{ that a bodf once put in motion
will continue in that motlon until arrested or
turned aside t‘:g: O Wer c?ual to that which put
it in motion; that is, it will not chunge s direc-
tion without a canse. This is an unvarying law
which governs all matter, Second, that motion
thus communicated to bodles u:u'y be simple or
compound, and in either ense will obey this law
of nature. Third, that the earth hus three dis.
tinct motions, from neither of which 1t will
swerve without a suflicient cause, These mo-
tions of the earth may be defined ns follows:—
The first is the diurval or rotanon upon its own
axis, and measures our days and nights; the
sccond, the anousl or orbital, and measures
time by completing its circle around the sun.
Both of {hese aie 80 otten repeated within the
ordinary period of tue hieol man, that we can
readily “comprehend their extent and msgnl-
tude, The n of the equinoxes, which
requires about 25,868 years to complete an entire
revolution, l& not, in the sense we are covsider-
